THREE RESIGNATIONS 
ACCEPTED BY CALLES 


Present President or Saenz to 
Rule Next Two Years, 
Says Obregon Chief. 


Mexico City, July 22 (A.P.).—Obey- 
ing instructions from the central com- 
mittee of the Regional Federation of 
Labor, Luls Morones, secretary of labor, 
and long a political enemy of the late 
President-elect Obregon, tendered his 
resignation to President Calles late last 
night. Celestino Gasca, chief of ord- 
Mance supplies, and Eduardo Moneda, 
ehief of the government printing shops, 
both prominent labor leaders, also re- 
signed. 

It was announced tonight that Pres- 
ident Calles had accepted the resigna- 
tions. 

In a statement explaining his resig- 
nation, Morones said it was 
purpose of avoiding every pretext that 
our permanence in office may obstruct 
the maintenance of solidarity in the 
revolutionary family. We hope that 
committal to autiorities of the state- 
yr ent made yesterday by Congressman 
Soto y Gama regarding our personali- 
ties may help once more to bring the 
truth to light on the murder which has 
justly brought consternation to the 
public.” 

His Life in Danger. 

The life of Morones has been con- 
sidered in danger since Obregon’s 
death, although his resignation ap- 
pears to bave had a soothing effect 
upon the public and to have lessened 
the general feeling of tension. In the 
last day or so public threats to kill 
the secretary of labor have been fre- 
quent and he has been under a con- 
stant guard. 

Known for years as a personal and 
political enemy of Obregon, Senor Mo- 
rones was charged by Obregonist lead- 
ers as one of the “psychological au- 
thors” of the assassination, and Friday 
night the fiery agrarian leaders, Anto- 
nio Soto y Gama and Aurelio Manrique. 
etagea a demonstration in the streets 
during which Soto y Gama asserted 
that “Morones must go or there will be 
actual war.” 


Feud Long and Bitter. 


Morones has demanded that the 
Agrarian leaders be haled before the 
courts to prove their charges against 
him. Gasca and Moneda, whose resig- 
nations were announced at the same 
time as was that of Drones, were 
the right hand men of the latter in 
the “crom” or regional confederation 
of labor, the strongest union labor or- 
ganization in Mexico, and in the labor 
party. 

The long feud between Gen. Obre- 
gon and Morones was born of rival 
political ambitions and antipathetic 
personalities. In late years it had 
grown to be bitterly personal. 

It was learned today that Jose de 
Leon Toral, the slayer of the president- 
elect, had refused the protection of the 
amparo or writ of habeas corpus issued 
in his behalf Friday, saying that he 
had not asked for it, did not want it 
and was ready to pay for his crime 
with his life without trial. The gov- 
ernment is firm in its decision, how- 
ever, to bring him to trial before the 
civil courts. 


Calles or Saenz to Rule. 


Either President Calles or Aaron 
Gaenz, Governor of Nueva Leon, will 
rule Mexico for the next two years, 
Col. Ricardo Topete, acknowledged 
leader of the Obregon national party, 
(declared in an interview here today. 
Congress, when it meets in regular ses- 
gion, probably will make one of the 
two provisional President of Mexico to 
serve for two years, according to Topete, 
who is the party’s chief in congress and 
is himself a brother of the Governor 
of Sonora. 

The special session of congress to 
meet July 29 will discuss the general 
situation resulting from Gen. Obregon’s 
assassination and the now complicated 
problem of presidential succession, but 
it will not act on these matters, Topete 
gaid. Action instead will be deferred 
until the regular session, which con- 
venes September 1, at which the can- 
vass of the vote of the recent presi- 
dential election will be made. 

Gen. Obregon will be declared elected, 
but when he fails to appear in con- 
gress for his notification that body 
will declare an emergency and will 
name a provisional president. 

Calles Possible Choice. 


While Senor. Saenz is acceptable to 
the Obregonistas the probability is, ac- 
> cording to Topéte, that President Calles 
will be asked to continue in office. The 
plan as outlined by Topete would in- 
volve the holding of a hew general elec- 
tion July 19, 1930. 

Topete expressed his belief that the 
resignation of Luis Morones, secretary 
of labor, would have a tranquilizing ef- 
fect throughout the nation, saying there 
was little likelihood of disturbances 
_ since the resignations have been made

Big Guns henberd Barracks 
Into Submission; Former 
omotats Arrested. 


CITY IS REPORTED QUIET 


Lisbon, Portugal. July 22 (A.P.).— 
Another attempted revolution in this 
much-disturbed country has been sup- 
pressed by the government after two 
days’ duration, but not without fight- 
ing in which 7 werc killed and 30 
wounded. The army, navy and police 
remained loyal to the government. 
An official statement issued by the 
government says: 

“Friday evening some officers of the 
Seventh Regiment Chasseurs stationed 
at Castellosao barracks mutinied, pre- 
venting their commander from enter- 
ing the barracks and trying unsuccess- 
fully to involve a portion of the Lis- 
bon garrison in their movement. The 
government, having assured itself of 
the cooperation of all regiments of the 
garrison, immediately commenced a4 
siege of the barracks and ordered ar- 
tillery to take positions in order speed- 
ily to stifle the seditious attempt. 
“Total stoppage of traffic in streets 
was ordered and streets strongly pa- 
trolled by pickets and armored cars 
during the night. In the early hours of 
Saturday mo.aing a storming force 
started a vigorous offensive, supported 
by the artillery. The rebels quickly 
submitted and abvut 8 o'clock in the 
morning the mutinous officers, some 
noncommissioned officers and civilians 
who had joined the movement, were 
arrested. 

“The government being aware of the 
existence of other inrurrectionary cen- 
ters outside of Lishon, took similar pre- 
cautions with compiete success to pre- 
vent any outbreaks. During the attack 
on Castellosao barracks the artillery 
did some damage to adjacent houses, 
injuring some occupants, the _ total 
casualties being cstimated at 7 killed 
and 30 wounded, including one muti- 
nous officer and some soldiers. 

“The movement had a political char- 
acter, being directed against the pres- 
ent regime, but it lacked the moral 
atmosphere for success. The army, 
navy, national guard and police mani- 
fested once more their entire adhe- 
sion to the government, which is com- 
pletely master of the situation and has

The reply is said to declare that Japan 
fears .that.““such violation of interna- 
tional good faith,” reflects against the 
prestige of the Nationalist government. 
On the other hand, Japan understands 
and sympathizes with the Nationalist 
movement aiming at improvement of 
internal and international conditions 
and therefore Japanese good will to- 
ward proposed revision of the treaty 
remaing unchanged 

Nevertheless, the reports of the re- 
ply say that Japan will take effective 
measures to safeguard her rights and 
interests if the Nationalist government 
actually disregards the treaty provi- 
sions and tries to apply the new pro- 
visional laws to Japanese residents. 


Four Killed in Blast

10 KILLED IN STRIKE 
RIOTS IN SOUTH INDIA 


Attempt to Wreck Train Is 
Foiled; Moscow Accused of 
Fomenting Strife.

Madras, July 22.—Riots, attempts at 
train wrecking and communist dem- 
onstrations caused the death of ten 
persons—nine rioters and one police 
sergeant—when the police were forced 
to battle mobs in different sections of 
south India. The disorders were at- 
tendant on the general strike of em- 
ployes of the South India Railway. 

An attempt to wreck the Ceylon 
mail train en route to Madras was 
foiled when the obstructions were dis- 
covered on the tracks just before the 
train reached the obstacles. An Euro- 
pean police sergeant was killed and 
nine policemen were wounded in fight- 
ing the rioters at Mayavaram, other 
casualties occurring at Tuticorin, 
where the police fired and charged 
with bayonets, killing one and wound- 
ing several others. At Rameswaram 
eight more were killed and fifteen 
wounded when police fired on the 
crowd, 

Moscow is charged with supporting 
the strike disorder.

French Plane to Touch 
at Bermuda on Way 
to New York. 


FLIER TAKES RELIEF 
PILOT AND RADIOMAN 


Hopping Off From Brest, Big 
Machine at 1 A. M. Is 375 
Miles Off Islands. 


Brest, France (Monday), July 23 
(A.P.).—At 1 o’clock this morning the 
French seaplane La Fregate reported by 
radio that it was about 370 miles from 
the Azores on the first leg of its flight 
to America. The fliers gave their post- 
tion as 41 north latitude, 22 west longi- 
tude. 


Brest, France, July 22 (A.P.).—An- 
other French airplane was out over the 
Atlantic tonight in an effort to span 
the ocean from east to west and to re- 
trieve the failure of Coli and Nun- 
gesser. 

The French seaplane La Fregate (the 
frigate bird) rose from the waters of 
Brest Harbor at 5:05 p. m. today with 
New York as its goal. Naval Lieut. 
Paulin Paris was at the controls with 
Relief Pilot Marrot and Wireless Oper- 
ator Cadou keeping company 
aboard. 

Lieut. Paris expected to slip down 
into the harbor of Norta, Island of 
Fayal, Azores, for breakfast and a fresh 
supply of gasoline tomorrow morning. 
From there he planned to fly to Ber- 
muda and thence to New York, stop- 
ping at Bermuda for fuel if necessary. 

If, upon his arrival at New York, he 
thinks a return flight feasible, he has 
been instructed by the French navy 
and commerce departments, under 
whose auspices the flight is being 
made, to fly back to Brest by way of 
Newfoundland. 

Like Byrd’s Flight. 

The flight of La’ Fregate like that of 
Commander Byrd’s América, is more a 
scientific than a sporting affair. It is 
the first French effort to cross the 
Nofth Atlantic by a seaplane, and 
preparations for it have been in prog- 
ress for more than a year. 

La Fregate is built to stand rough 
weather not only in the sky but on 
the surface of the ocean, and is 
equipped with a wireless outfit capable 
of sending and receiving on both long 
and short wave lengths. 

The pilot said before ta”ing off that 
he intended to radi» his position 
hourly, but four hours after he had 
disappeared in the western sky no word 
had been received from him. This 


omission, however, caused no anxiety 
here,

His plan was to cut across the Bay 
of Biscay, take a bearing off Cape Finis- 
tere, Spain; and then head straight 
for the Azores. Meteorological amd 
other reports from the vicinity of the 
route chosen were favorable. 

‘The aviator, whose plane had been in 
perfect trim for weeks, received instruc- 
tions from the navy department this 
morning to take off at any hour that 
seemed propitious to him. 


Big Motors Started. 


The two 480-horsepower Gnome- 
Rhone-Jupiter motors, set in tandem 
fashion directly atop the big biplane, 
started shortly before 5 p. m., and, after 
shaking hands with the well-wishers 
who had come down to say good-by, 
Lieut. Paris took off. 

He circled for a few moments over 
tne ships of the French Mediterranean 
squadron lying in the harbor, and then 
getting his direction headed westward. 

La Fregate has a flying range of more 
than 2,500 miles. It is capable of a 
speed of 137 miles an hour, but it is 
expected that Paris will only average 
around 100, 

The route undertaken is approxi- 
mately 4,225 miles, or more than 1,000 
miles longer than the great circle 
course usually followed by transatlan- 
tic aviators. 

In an effort to take the flight out of 
the “stunt” class and make it in reality 
a scientific experiment, the Navy Depart- 
ment instructed the aviators to use 
“the. greatest prudence.” No efforts 
were spared for the safety of both men 
and plane. 

Plane Carries Rations.

Internal Disorders Are Faced 
by Egypt as Parliament 
Is Dissolved. 


(Associated Press.) 

Anxious doubts of the American Sen- 
ate’s attitude toward Secretary Kellogg's 
fifteen-power peace alliance have cov- 
ered with a wet blanket of skepticism 
plans for an autumn conference in 
Paris to sign the treaty. 

British, French, Italian and other 
statesmen have begun to wonder, un- 


Officially, if they might be wasting 
their time. Foreign newspapers learned 
that Mr. Kellogg hoped to come to 
Paris for the ceremony and it was re- 
called that President Wilson had made 
a similar journey. 

There was no hint of doubt in the 
cordial official replies received by Sec- 
retary Kellogg. The general tenor of 
comment abroad is that Europe cen not 
afford to question too closely an Ameri- 
can offer of cooperation. Opinion is 
unanimous that the agreement involves 
no entangling alliance because it im- 
poses no obligation except to refrain 
from aggressive warfare. 


Aggression Not Defined. 


Even the question of what constitutes 
aggression has been avoided by letting 
each nation make its own definition. 

Russia has not been asked to par- 
ticipate and reports from Moscow show 
a mingling of resentment and indif- 
ference. Soviet officials lean toward 
the view that the negotiation of the 
treaty was merely part of a capitalist 
scheme to outlaw, not war, but Russia. 

England and the Uniteq States 
reached an agreement on the year-old 
dispute involving a violation of British 
sovereignty in the Bahama Islands by 
American prohibition agents. The 
State Department has forwarded a 
formal apology to Downing street and 
agreed to return to British custody two 
ships and their liquor cargoes seized 
in Bahaman waters. 


Disorders Faced by Egypt. 


Egypt is threatened with internal 
disorders following the dissolution of 
parliament by King Fuad. The in- 
creasing restlessness of radical national 
groups forced the abandonment of 
Egyptian home rule. For the next 
three years at least, King Fuad and his 
ministers will govern the country under 
the watchful eye of Great Britain. 

The organized effort by churchmen 
in Scotland to check immigration from 
Ireland has raised a difficult question 
for the British government. The home 
secretary heard the complaint of an 
Edinburgh delegation saying that the 
large volume of immigration from the 
Emerald Isle was changing the char- 
acter of the Scottish people. 


Opposition in Egypt 
Aroused Over Britain 


Cairo, Egypt, July 22 (A.P.).—The 
Wafd Party, constituting the principal 
opposition to the Government, today 
published a manifesto denouncing the 
government for its “attempt to defy 
the constitution and liberty to satisfy 
the ambitions of ‘“oreigners.” This 
fcllows the decree of King Fuad, is- 
sued upon advice of the ministry, dis- 
solving Parliament for three years 
Members of the Wafd Party declared 
that the decree was an attempt to pla- 
cate Great Britain. 

The manifesto appeals to the people 
to support the Wafd in the “coming 
long-fight for Nationalist principles.” 


Palmer Mansion Site 


To Be Used for Hotel 


Chicago, July 22 (A.P.).—-The famous 
Potter Palmer mansion, old Chicago's 
society castle, which was sold Friday 
for $8,000,000 to Vincent Bendix, in- 
ventor, will be razed in 1930 and on its 
lake front site will rise a hotel 50 stories 
high, to cost $25.000,000. 

Plans of Mr. Bendix call for a hos- 
telry which he claims will be the tallest, 
largest and most luxurious in the 
world.

New York, July 22 (A.P.).—Develop-

Co., who sought court action to prevent 
the closing of the highway. 


Judge George L. Fletcher, of the 
Twenty-sixth circuit, at Warrenton, 
issued an order Saturday, at the in- 
sistence of attorneys for the transit 
company, ordering the highway com- 
mission to show cause next Saturday 
why the road will be closed. Efforts 
to obtain an injunction against the 
highway commission failed.

Hailed As Chemical Feat 


THE WASHINGTON POST: MONDA 
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Discovery, if Substantiated, Will Save Billions to In- 
dustry—Other New Steps to Come Before Chem- 
ists’ Institute, Which Meets Today. 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Chicago, July 22.—Approximately 
2,000 scientists are expected to attend 
the second annual meeting of the 
American Chemical Society's Institute 
of Chemistry which opens at North- 
western University on the Evanston 
campus tomorrow. The sessions which 
are to last for one month will be at- 
tended by chemists from the United 
States, Canada and Burope. 


Twenty-eight conferences wili be 
held from July 23 to August 18, giving 
scientists and educators from universi- 
tles and the various industries oppor- 
tunity to sum up developments in 
major fields of chemistry. The insti- 
tute acts as an international clearing 
house of knowledge in chemical sci- 
ence and men and women from various 
parts of the world are here for round 
table discussions of 60 or more differ- 
ent topics and to exhibit their find- 
ings on the Northwestern campus. 

[It ts broadly intimated that scien- 
tists will report at this meeting the 
results of experiments that will revo- 
lutionize several industries. Among 
the highly important discoveries is that 
of coking Illinois coal. Coke has been 
used for domestic purposes for many 
years, but had the drawback of pro- 
ducing a fire that died out easily. The 
new coke overcomes this disadvantage. 
It is a better fuel and yields as a by- 
product gas which is 33 to 50 per cent 
richer and coal tar that is 50 per cent 
more abundant than that produced by 


other processes. It is estimated that 
Illinois has coal enough to last 2,000 
years at the present rate of consump- 
tion. The coking of this vast supply 
will open a tremendous field of in- 
dustry. 

Another discovery worth millions 
yearly to industry is how to prevent 
boiler plate from becoming brittle and 
cracking. Sodium carbonate in soft 
water forms a tye that eats between 
the grains of metal. The simple use 
of sulphate or sodium phospate elim- 
inates this costly feature entirely. 

It is said that one scientist has dis- 
covered’ a method of removing «he 
squeal from broadcasting by suppress- 
ing the wave that carries the sound 
except when the sound !s actually be- 
ing produced. 

Chief interest, however, is the discov- 
ery of how to make ethyl! or grain alco- 
ery of how to create ethyl or rain alcohol 
monoxide, with hydrogen under pres- 
sure. The value of this discovery stag- 
gers the imagination Ethyl alcohol is 
the most universally used solvent in 
the arts, excepting only water, and is a 
basic material in the manufacture of 
more than 300 articles in daily use. If 
ethyl alcohol can be produced, as 
claimed, at half the cost of distillation, 
it will mean a saving of $30,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 annually to the American 
industry. 

By the same method of shooting hy- 
Grogen through coal gas, it is hoped 
to produce a liquid fuel with its re- 
sultant advantages to all users of power.

Organizations.

Prohibitionist, Farm Labor, 
Socialist and Workers’ 
Nominees in Field.

Chicago, July 22.—Wherever politics 
is discussed authoritatively during the 
midsummer lull there is one interest- 
ing and unanimous agreement. That 
le that the minor parties will come 
close to hitting rock bottom in the No- 
vember election. 

It is the general verdict of men who 
know the game that the sort of fervor 
that in previous presidential years has 
sustained continued protest movements 
and doctrinnaire ‘activities and in a few 
campaigns has carried third-party 
movements to real heights is at an ex- 
tremely low ebb. They say the total 
vote of the minor leaguers probably will 
be about as small as it has been at any 
time in the last three decades. 

The general prediction of such men 
is that the combined vote of the four 
lesser political organizations that nom- 
inated natiOnal candidates this sum- 
mer will not exceed one-tenth of the 
almost 5,000,000 cast against the old 
parties four years ago when the LaFol- 
lette movement took the third party 
movement to its highest point: and 
they add that it probably will fall con- 


| Siderably below that point. 


Four Second-Class Groups. 


There is a full quota of the second- 
ciasS parties this year—Prohibition, 
Socialist, Farmer-Labor and Workers, 
otherwise known as Communists—and 
the observations of the old timers ap- 
ply to them all as a group. 

But their comment centers largely 
around what occurred at the recent 
national conventions of the prohibi- 
tionists and Farmer-Laborites in Chi- 
cago. 

In one of these two meetings, if any- 
where, it was said in advance, would 
be lighted the spark thgt might start 
a wave of sentiment across the coun- 
try capable of disturbing the managers 
of the big campaigns. Each of them 
Supposedly had one of the two big 
issues of the battle of 1928 But both, 
in the eyes of national leaders, were 
fizzles. Neither was representative of 
the country at large. Both the nomi- 
nees of the Farmer-Labor party with- 
drew within 24 hours of their selection. 
And the prohibitionists, before nomi- 


| nating, formally announced they would 


pull that string if Herbert Hoover 
would accept the terms of their leaders. 

Without attracting anything like at- 
tention, the Socialist party at a small 
meeting in New York had previously 
nominated Dr. Norman Thomas, of New 
York City, and James F. Maurer, of the 
Pennsylvania State Federation of La- 
bor; ang the Workers’ party had named 
two radicals, W. Z. Foster and Benjamin 
Gitlow as its standard bearers. 


Parties Doomed, Some Say, 


It was the universal opinion that this 
Organization could not arous® more 
than its normal number of followers 
under any circumstances; but it was 
not until the other two minor conven- 
tions were held in Chicago and left the 
wet and dry question and the agricul- 
tural issue the exclusive property of 
the Republican-Democratic contestants 
that nation-wide opinion held that this 
fact, coupled with the Hoover-Smith 
battle of personality, doomed all the 
minors to an exceedingly bad year. 

Extremists go so far as to say that 
both the Prohibition party and the 
Farmer-Labor party have held their last 
national conventions of any importance. 
The former had its low mark in 1924. 
Its highest vote in the last 30 years was 
259,257 in 1904. Four years ago it cast 
only 57,520 votes. 

The Farmer-Labor party cast 265,411 
votes in 1920, but its merger in the La 
Follette movement four years later, it 
is said, was what shattered its lines. 
Neither agriculture nor labor took any 
active interest in its meeting this year. 

The Socialist party reached its great- 
est strength behind the late Eugene V. 
Debs in 1920, when it recorded 919,799 
for him, but the seers say that minus 
his personality the party will be torn 
up materially by the wet and dry issue.

Keokuk, Iowa, July 22 (A.P.).—Plans 
for organizing a searching party for 
four Iowa geologists reported lost in 


northern Saskatchewan, in the 
Reindeer Lake region, were contemplat- 
ed here tonight by Dr. Frank M. Fuller, 
whose son John heads the expedition. 
The party was reported as lost in dis- 
patches from Regina, Sask., yesterday 
and was said to be without sufficient 
food and clothing. 

Fear for the safety of the four unl- 
versity of Iowa students on an explor- 
ing trip through Canada was expressed 
yesterday by J. M. Cumines, manager 
of the Hudson's Bay Co., at Brochet, 
Canada. Cumines urged the young 
explorers to turn back because; he said, 
they had little food, poor clothing, and 
damaged equipment. 

“We did not expect to hear from 
the boys for two months,” Dr. Fuller 
said. “But we had a letter June 29, 
mailed from the Pas, Canada, where it 
had been brought by airplane by a 
trader. 


“The letter said that the boys were 
In good conditions and happy and were 
pushing their way northward. They | 
hoped to get to Reindeer Lake on their 
scheduled time. 

“Letters from the Canadian govern- 
ment, which had approved the expedi-

Vienna Marchers’ Spirits; 


Germany Lauded. 

Vienna, July 22 (A.P.).—Led by a 
delegation of German-American sing- 
ers, 400,000 Germans, Austrians, 
Czechoslovakians, Roumanians, Poles 
and Scandinavians marched today in 
a colossal civilian parade along the 
famous Ringstrasse in honor of the 
memory of Franz Schubert. 4 

Gigantic floats carrying hogsheads of 
beer supplied liquid refreshment to 
those who wilted under the burning 
sun. It required seven hours for the 
pageant to pass the reviewing stand, in 
which Chancellor Seipel, President 
Hainisch and United States Minister 
Albert H. Washburn were prominent 
figures. The French Minister, on in- 
structions from the Quai d’Orsay, ab- 
sented himself from the demonstra- 
tion, regarded by France as a move to- 
ward the absorption of Austria by 
Germany. 

There were marked manifestations 
in favor of union between Germany 
and Austria. Not once, so far as could 
be learned, was the Austrian national 
hymn sung, the marchers confining 
themselves to “Deutschland Ueber 
Alles,” “Die Wacht am Rhein” and 
“Vaterland,” in which half a million 
Austrian spectators joined with vigor.

CAMERA MEN HOLD UP 
TRAVELERS HALF HOUR 


Acting Mayor to Welcome 
Men Back to New 
York Today. 


New York, July 22 (A.P.). — John 
Henry Mears and B. D. Collyer landed 
at the battery on the lower tip of Man- 
hattan Island at 8:21 p. m. today, there- 
by establishing a record of 23 days 15 
hours 21 minutes and 3 seconds for a 
trip around the world. 

The previous record, held by Linton 
Wells and Edward Evans, New York 
newspaper men, was 28 days 14 hours 
36 minutes and 5 seconds. 

At the Battery the globe girdlers 
entered automobiles and were taken 
to the Ritz-Carlton Hotel, where they 
were to remain tonight. The city’s 
official greeting will be extended at 
City Hall tomorrow by Acting Mayor 
McKee. 

With them on the ride up Broadway 
were Collyer’s father, the Rev. C, T, 
Collyer, of Baltimore, and Seymour 
P. Danzig, a member of the mayor's 
committee on receptions to distin- 
guished guests. They had met the 
traveiers at Miller Field. 


Nearly Five Days Off Record, 


There was little excitement as the 
race officially ended at the Battery. Not 
until coe photographers unslung their 
cameras were the few persons about 
aware that something unusual was 
afoot. 

The trip around the globe clipped 4 
days, 23 hours, 15 minutes and 2 sec- 
onds off the old record. Mears esti- 
mated that half an hour was lost at 
Miller Field through the demands of 
cameramen. : 

With the filers when they posed for 
the caméramen was their dog, “Tail 
Wind,” which accompanied them on 
thelr race around the world. 

Mears and Collyer left the Battery 
June 29 at 5 a. m. in a seaplane which 
landed them at sea beside a pilot boat 
which put them aboard the Olympic at 
5:45. The Olympic was at that time 
nearly six hours cut from New York. 

Aboard the Olympic, which carried 
the travelers to Cherbourg, was the 
folding-wing Fairchild monoplane in 
which they made the journey across 
Europe, Asia and the American conti- 
nent. They crossed the water jumps 
by steamer. 

Landing in Paris from Cherbourg the 
globe circlers flew successively to Ber- 
lin, Moscow, Kourgan, Krasnojarsk, 
Chita, Mukden and Tokyo. Upon their 
arrival at the Tokyo-Yokohama flying 
field they traneferred to the steamer 
Empress of Russia, heading for Victoria, 
British Columbia, July 12. 


Reached Victoria Friday. 


Arriving at Victoria Friday night, the 
fliers unloaded their plane and took off 
at 3:37 a. m., Pacific Coast time, yes- 
terday, on the last lap of their journey, 
the flight across the American conti- 
nent. A stop was made at spokane, 
Wash., for fuel, and the fliers arrived 
a* Minneapolis at 2:55 o'clock Central 
standard time, last night. 

Adverse weather conditions interfered 
with their plans for a uonstop flight 
for the remainder of the journey. They 
took off from Wold-Chamberlin Field, 
Minneapolis, at 3:50 a. m. today and 
were forced to land at the Chicazo 
municipal airport at 8 o’clock to gain 
their bearings in the fog that covered 
the region. Fifteen minut ;: later they 
left Chicago, ,ut were forced to descend 
a’ Cleveland at 11:30 a. m., Eastern 
standard time, because of threatening 
weather conditions. 

After a pause of 20 minutes at Cleve- 
land they were in the air again. An at- 
tempt to circle a heavy rainstorm and 
fog bank over Pennsylvania caused a 
25-minute stop at the Middletown 
(Pa.) aviation field to replenish their 
fuel supply. The ‘ake-off from Mid- 
dletown was made at 4:35 p m.

Nephew of Accused Man Says 
That He Helped to 
Steal Dynamite. 


PAUL REED IS SILENT 
CONCERNING EXPLOSIVE 


Coroner’s Jury Is Told How 
Victim Pushed Auto Button, 
Touching Off Blast. 


Rockford, Ill., July 22 (A.P.).—The 
brother and nephew of Paul Reed, 24, 
accused of the automobile bomb slay- 
ing of Vernon Plager, 28-year-old radio 
expert, are under arrest tonight. They 
have confessed, Stute’s Attorney Will- 
lam D. Knight, says, to helping Reed 
obtain dynamite, 

The two are Arthur Reed, 45, and 
his son, Kenneth, 22. Mrs. Arthur Reed 
has corroborated their testimony, and 
Kenneth has confessed that he helped 
Paul, the “boy who never went around 
with girls” until he met Mrs. Ivy Plager, 
to steal three sticks of dynamite. 


Says Theft Was From Quarry. 


The theft, Kenneth related, was from 
a quarry near his home in Polo, Il., 
Monday night, three days before Plager 
stepped on the starter button of his 
automobile, exploding a bomb which 
caused his death. Paul Reed explained 
the theft to his relatives by saying he 
wanted the explosive to deepen a spring 
at his summer cottage at Sunset Lake, 
Wis. 

A coroner's jury yesterday recom- 
mended that Reed be held for the 
grand jury in connection with Plager’s 
death. The verdict followed testimony 
by Mrs. Plager that she believed her 
former sweetheart had placed the bomb 
which killed her husband. 

In describing the theft of the dyna- 
mite, Kenneth Reed declared his uncle 
entered a dynamite~ shack at the 
quarry and emerged with the explosive 
in his hands. He said that after that, 
he never saw it again. 

Paul Reed would not answer ques- 
tions concerning the alleged theft or 
the disposal of the dynamite. 


Jury Hears of Family Strife. 


The jury heard how Plager had kiss- 
ed his once erring wife at the door of 
theirehome, how he had entered his 
car and tried to start the motor, and 
how the dynamite blast threw him into 
the air. 

He had died in half an hour, but, be- 
fore his death, Policeman Daniel Grigs- 
by testified he had declared, “Paul 
Reed did it Paul Reed ran around 
with my wife and he did it.” 

Last fall Reed and Mrs. Plager ran 
away to southern Illinois, were ar- 
rested and fined. Plager took his wife 
back because of their 5-year-old daugh-

AGED NURSE N.TEARS. 
BESIDE CARRANZA’S BODT 


Funeral Train’s Progress Is 
Marked by Incidents of 
Touching Nature. 


AT MEXICO CITY TODAY 


Carranza Funeral Train, Mexico, July 
(A.P.).—Many thousands of Mexi- 
cans, high and low, paid their final 
-| tribute to the memory of Capt. Emilio 
Carranza, Mexican flying ace, as the 
funeral train bearing his body sped 
,| through the State of San Luis Potosi 
-| today. At every station persons gath- 
é€; ered, their heads uncovered as the 
{! funeral coach passed. 
Perhaps the most touching scene 
occurred at Ramos Arizpe, the home 
-| town of the “good will” flyer, where 
the train halted for an hour in order 
that Capt. Carranza’s friends and 
former playmates might bow before the 
coffin. First of all to appear was his 
aged nurse, who broke into tears and 


cried “pobrecito Emilio” “paor 
Emilio.” Peasants and schoolmates 
stood about the coffin, tears running 
down their cheeks. 

At Saltillo, where the train stopped 
for two hours and a half, the coffin 
was taken to the State Normal School. 
There a student delivered a funeral 
oration in which he declared that 
Capt. Carranza and Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh had woven a new link join- 
ing Mexico and the United States. 
Then the body was returned to the 
train in a slow procession of towns- 
people under the dim light of street 
lamps. A band with black-draped 
drums played slow music while a de- 
t tachment of cavalry acted as escort. 

At San Luis Potosi there was ane 
other halt and a similar demonstra- 
tion with the military garrison, mu- 
nicipal authorities and various local 
societies participating. 

At midnight tonight the train was 
due for another halt at Queretaro, 
where the last brief act of the empire 
of Maxmillan was enacted, the shoot- 
ing of Maxmillan on the “Cerro de Las 
Campanas”—"“the hill of the bells.” 

The train was expected to arrive at 
Tacuba, just outside of Mexico City at 
9 a. m. tomorrow. There the coffin 
will be transferred to an artillery cais- 
son and carried the 5 miles to the war 
department in Mexico City, where it 
will lie in state. On Tuesday all gove 
ernment offices and schools will be 
‘closed and again Wednesday, when 
the body is buried in Dolores Cem- 
etery.

found is sure to prove an incentive to further 
investigation. This is precisely the case with 
the discovery of potash salts in New Bruns- 
wick. There was no reason to expect, and 
no effort made to discover such deposits as 
have been brought to knowledge. Borings ofa 
gas and oil concern ran down through a bed 
of rock salt 485 feet thick and nearly 1,300 
feet below the surface. This obvious bed cf a 
sea, whose existence runs back geologic ages, 
is just the place to expect to find potash salts, 
and the situation corresponds not a little with 
the conditions under whieh potash mines exist 
in Alsace. f 

It is pure speculation as to whether Great 
Britain has here an independent source of 
potash comparable with the well-nigh illimit- 
able beds that are the property of France 
through its reacquisition of Alsace. The mat- 
ter is of almost equa! interest for the United 
States, as here would be the principal market 
for the Canadian product. The salts show a 
varying percentage of potash. The percentage 
would need to be high to justify the working 
of beds so deeply placed. The American 
fertilizer interests will await further word 
from New Brunswick. Superficially considered, 
the news seems to warrant confidence that the 
potash is present in quantities that may make 
a new and profitable industry for the country.

Civil Service Jobs. 

To the Editor uf The Post—Sir: The 
agitation about so many Civil Service 
appointments being made from the 
District of Columbia, Maryland and 
Virginia is needless. Unless the ma- 
jority of salaries are raised by Congress 
the greater number of positions in 
Washington ‘at the disposal of the Civil 
Service would not warrant applicants 
cutting loose from home positions and 
coming to Washington, where living 
expenses are higher. 

The positions carrying higher salaries 
are few and far between and those 
qualified to fill them are usually able 
to obtain more independent positions 
at home carrying higher salaries. 

There is so much delay in the Civil 
Service appointments that unless one 
lives near it is hardly worth while to 
go to the trouble and expense to fur- 
nish the necessary credentials. 

There is uncertainty as to having the 
service men rated higher on examina- 
tions. The highest examination rating 
for one with no war record would never 
be over 85 per cent, as the law requires 
the Civil Service Commission to give 
@ 10 per cent and a 5 per cent prefer- 
ence for the soldiers. — 

Senator Heflin and others worrying 
about the loss of patronage for their 
constituents should remember. that the 
object of the Civil Service was’ to take 
appointments out of the hands of poli- 
ticians. 
divided among the States the Civil 
Service is no longer necessary and 
should be done away with. Unless the 
commission rates papers and makes ap- 
pointments strictly according to merit 
it has violated the law and has become 
useless. If politics must figure in the 
appointments there is no longer any 
use for the service.

Inter - American Commission 
to Study Laws of Na- 
tions as to Sex. 


UNIFORMITY TO BE SOUGHT 


(Associated Press.) 
The question of nationality of wom- 
en, termed b: Miss Doris Stevens in a 


“complete, chaotic condition,” will be 
the first subject of investigation and 
study by the inter-American commis- 
sion of women, of which Miss Stevens, 
representing the Jnited States, is chair- 
man. 

The commission, recently appointed 
by the Pan-American Union to study 
the status of women in the 21 repub- 
lics of the Western Memsiphere, chose 
this subject because of the prominent 
place it occupies on the agenda of the 
world conference on codification of 
la to be held in 1929. : 

“There is no uniformity in laws of 
nationality,” Miss Stevens said today. 
“A woman may find herself possessed 
of -everal natio-alities or of none, and 
women are eager for an opportunity to 
correct some of the existing evils.” 

She pointed out that an English 
woman, married to an Argentine, ceases 
to enjoy Engiish ‘ationali‘ by British 
law and does not become an Argentine 
by the law of that country. The pres- 
ent laws also discriminate against chil- 
dren, Miss Stevens declared, citing the 
procedure in Ecuador, where the natu- 
ralization of a married woman does not 
carry with it the naturalization of her 
children. 

The American law, whigh presumes 
loss of nationality to a woman who 
marries a foreigner and lives two years 
in his country, is also unjust, she add- 
ed, while a man is never presumed to 
have lost his nationality. 

“We note that in nearly all these con- 
flicting types of laws on nationality,” 
she said, “there is one outstanding at- 
tribute — women are discriminated 
against.

GAIN FROM LOW FRANC 


Paris, July 22 (A.P.)}.—Employers of 
the Lures of Paris, French chefs and 
French vineyards |. efforts to increase 
exports, particularly to the United 
States as a help toward the payment 


of war debts, is rousing European 
commercial rivals of this country. 
The English are said particularly to be 
stirred up by the skillfulness with 
which French exporters are profiting 
by lessons learned when the _ franc 
was at its low ebb. 

All the enticements of France have 
been utilized to get buyers here and 
to keep them here. The professors of 
several American agricultural colleges, 
who are just finishing a tour as guests 
of the potash cartel, have been shown 
how the productivity of fertilized 
farms has been increased. But the 
arguments have been hamered home 
over good dinners conducted by picked 
entertainers who toasted the Americans 
with fine wines. 

Hard on the heels of these visitors 
will come a group of buyers from re- 
tail garment dealers. They will be 
wined, dined, luncheoned, receptioned 
and otherwise kept so busy that they 
will not have time tc visit other mar- 
kets. 

This has become a settled policy to- 
ward all potential buyers and French 
trade papers frankly urge their clien- 
tele to make much fuss and hang out 
the flags, since commerce is at stake. 

Mere conventions, such as a recent 
visit by social service workers, and 
other groups of visitors are welcomed 
but without appreciable expense.

Steel Industry Is Making the 
Best July Showing in 
~  $ome Years. 


CROPS. ARE STIMULATED 
BY HIGH TEMPERATURES 


Retail Trade Given Decided 
Impetus; Textile Activi- 
ties Are Expanding. 


New York, July 22 (A.P.).—Business 
showed definite signs of improvement 
last week, 


Operations in the steel industry, re- 
garded in many quarters as the bell- 
wether of trade conditions, were main- 
tained at a level which gives promise 
of making this month the best July in 
years. Meanwhile, prices of bars, plates 
and shapes for fourth quarter delivery 
were advanced $2 a ton. 

Introduction of new models and re- 
cent price cuts on some old lines have 
stimulated sales and production in the 
automobile industry. Semi-annual re- 
ports of the Chrysler and Hupp compa- 
nies compared favorably with the cor- 
responding period last year. Alvan Mc- 
cauley, president of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, esti- 
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mated that production of automobiles 
this year would cross the 4,000,000 
mark. 

Higher temperatures have materially 
stimulated crop development during 
the past week. Wheat and corn have 
been especially benefited while the 
early season loss in cotton has been off- 
set by increased acreage. Enlarged pur- 
chasing power of the agricultural re- 
gions is widely predicted. 

Retail trade, particularly in the soft 
drink and summer apparel lines, has 
received decided impetus from the tor- 
rid temperatures of the last week. Defi- 
nite indications of expansion are seen 
in the textile industry despite the re- 
cent curtailment in mill operations 
and the surplus stecks of materials. 

Foreign trade statistics for June, 
made public during the week, show a 
favorable trade balance of $73,000,000, 
the largest since June, 1922. June ex- 
ports ran around 390,000,000, while 
imports declined to $317,000,000. 


Increase in Bank Clearings. 


Bank clearings in the week ended 
Thursday were above the, previous 
week and the corresponding period a 
year ago. Freight car loadings in the 
week ended July ‘%, th: latest for which 
figures are available. were 11,520 cars 
above those of the corresponding week 
in 1927, but 46,451 cars below those 
of the same week ir 1926 

Nearly two score industrial earnings 
statements made their appearance dur- 
ing the week and most of them made 
favorable comparison with the same 
period a year ago, despite the in- 
creased competition and smaller mar- 
gin of profit in many lines of busi- 
ness. Railroad statements continued to 
make disapvointing showings, al- 
though substantial improvement is 
looked for in the last half of the 
year. 


Some Uneasiness Over Money. 


The recent stiffening in credit con- 
ditions apparently has not yet had any 
harmful effect on business, although 
talk of a further increase in rates has 
caused uneasiness in many quarters. 
Several large ccrporations are still 
loaning huge sums of money in the 
call money market at attractive rates 
of interest.

OILS AND UTILITIES QUIET 


New York, July. 22 (A.P.).—Prices 
improved in the Curb Market last week, 
with industrial specialties, mining, 


chain store and automotive shares mak- 
ing the major gains. Trading was 
light and the market felt to a degree 
the general credit stringency, but scores 
of small gains, and a few wide ad- 
vances offset declines in frequent re- 
actions. 

Spanish and General was one of the 
strong features, establishing a new 
high virtually every day and closing 
the week with a net gain of slightly 
less than a point on a turnover of 
around 200,000 shares. Warner Bros.’ 
Pictures also was prominent in the ad- 
vance, making a new gain of 10 points 
and establishing a new peak at 49'% 
on buying encouraged by expectations 
of increased earnings and the com- 
pany’s proposed development of the 
“talking movie.” 

Safeway Stores led 
issues to higher levels, with a net gain 
of 15 points. Melville Shoe ended the 
week 5 points up and Southern Stores

U. S. Government Loans and 
Few Corporate Issues Over- 
come Pressure. 


MANY CARRIERS WEAKEN 


New York, July 22 (A.P.).—Prices de- 
clined in the bonu market last week, 
seeking levels around the lowest of the 
year. With the cxception of a sudden 
demand for United States Government 
bonds late in the week, the decline in 
prices was virtusily unchecked, al- 
though corporation issues rose in sym- 
pathy with those of the Government. 
The rise, however, was only temporary. 


Many factors provided influence for 
market heaviness. Time money ruled 
at 6 per cent, a full cent higher 
than call money all week The assas- 
sination of President-elect Obregon of 
Mexico temporarily upset, confidence in 
Mexican governm.nt and corporation 
issues and their temporary heaviness 
was felt by the market generally. The 
credit situation continued unsettled 
and threatening, expected relief in the 
form of a large reduction in brokers’ 
loans failing to materialize. 

The sudden upturn in Government 
bonds was ascribec more to the return 
of instituttonal surplus funds to the 
market than to any favorable trend in 
conditions generally These funds have 
for some time found employment in 
the call money market and when a de- 
cline in the call money rate made 
yields less attractive they naturally 
again entered the bond market. 

Industrials were rather neglected in 
trading during the week and the few 
activities were under pressure, many 
rails particularly sagging to previous 
or new lows of the year. The foreign 
list was steady, but price changes were 
small.

OME time ago the readers of this 
column were asked to suggest the 
subjects they would like to have 

discussed day by day 

Requests have poured in ever since, 
and, after analyzing some few hundred, 
we were struck with the number who 
wanted an article on “plain old-fash- 
ioned duty.” 

Mothers, husbands, sisters, wives and 
boy friends all want to know why, in 
this day of ours, nobody ever thinks of 
duty. 

One husband-—after five years of 
married life—declares the whole propo- 
sition hopeless, that women no longer 
know what the word duty means. 

A mother writes that “the new gen- 
eration is disgustingly selfish, never 
thinking of duty.” 


And so we shall speak of duty. First 
of all, what is “duty?” The husband 
who wrote to us considered it his wife's 
“duty” to be at home when he re- 
turned from business, to have his din- 
ner waiting, and to live upon such in- 
come as he could command. Instead, 
she works in an ojfice, dashes home at 
night at the hour of his arrival, and 
prepares a meal, only to_sink exhausted 
into a chair, too tired to partake of 
food herself. Thus far in her -hus- 
band’s eyes she is failing in her “duty” 
as a wife. But is it not possible the 
wife is doing what seems to her to be 
her “duty” when she puts her shoulder 
willingly to the wheel to help finan- 
clally. They have two children and 
the husband earns $32.50 a week. 

What is a wife’s duty in these cir- 
cumstances? 

What do you consider her duty? And 
is it ever safe to criticize another for 
neglect of duty—with so many sides to 
the question of what constitutes duty? 


Duty. 


Take the mother’s statement that 
the new generation has no sense of 
duty. “Mother” complains that every 
one of her children left her “as soon 
as they were able financially to do so 
and established their own homes.” Is 
that failing in duty? After all, “Moth- 
er” left a home somewhere. some time, 
to marry, did she not? And where 
originated this idea that some son or 
daughter should remain at home with 
the old folks? 

Among all the letters received com- 
plaining of “lack of duty” every single 
one was selfish when analyzed. And 
that is just what the writers were com- 
plaining about in others! 

What is duty, anyway? Who decided 
that duty was a wife standing at the 
front door to announce that dinner 


was on the table—even when the din- 
ned could not be paid for due to lack 
of funds. 

Who does decide all these things? 
What is the thing that decides one’s 
duty? And is the new generation any 
more lacking than the old? 

What is your opinion? If your hus- 
band earned $32.50 a week, and you 
had two children, would you consider 
it your duty to scrimp and save to 
live on that sum—or would you go 
back to your own job, and supplement 
the $32.50 with an equal sum of your 
earning?

UCTION declaration, leads and 
A plays may be either literal and 

obvious, or “conventional.” When 
conventional, the!r full significance de- 
pends upon an understanding between 
partners; not a private understanding 
of course, but one which has been 
agreed upon by players generally, as 
the name conventional implies. 

Few moves in the game are without 
some conventional significance. For 
example: an initial bid of one of a suit 
has the literal and obvious meaning 
that the bidder thinks it probable that, 
with average help from partner, he can 
fulfill the contract his bid offers to 
assume, if the suit named be the 
trump; the bid has the added conven- 
tional meaning that the suit named, or 
at least the hand as a whole, contains 
certain high-card strength. “Infornuie- 
tory” doubles are almost wholly con- 
ventional in their significance, although 
they also carry the obvious message 
that the doubler’s hand contains con- 
siderable strength; and informatory

Leon Gordon, and other physicians at 
Emergency who treated the cases, that 
the symptoms of the patients clearly 
indicated spolled food as the cause.

PALACE 


The logical procedure for reviewing 
ithe Palace’s current contribution, “The 
Drag Net,” starring George Bancroft, 
would undoubtedly involve a compari- 
‘son with “Underworld,” the film play 
credited with being jointly: responsible 
for the promotion of Mr. Bancroft to 
stardom and for the avalanche of crook 
pictures which have shot their way 
across the screen since that date. 

Since it was the writer’s misfortune 
to miss “Underworld,” just as it had 
been her equal misfortune to see most 
of the imitations which have followed 
it, such a comparison is impossible. It 
can be said with conviction, however, 
that “The Drag Net” is a melodrama 
strong enough to stand on its own 
merits and that it is not to be confused 
with the rubber stamp variety. 

There is a real story here back of the 
cabaret scehes, mass gang movements, 
shootings and dark, coObwebby flights 
of stairs that lead to hidden luxury. 

Dolan, the powerful police captain, 
played by Mr. Bancroft, is hated and 
feared by the gangsters, with the excep- 
tion of their leader’s beloved, whose ad- 
miration for his strength outweighs her 
prejudice. Through a sequence of 
events in which the suspense is well 
maintained, he resigns from the police 
force and sinks to a drunken hulk of 
his former self, coming back to man+ 
hood and victory only through the heip 
of the girl, who has discovered in his 
days of darkness that her admiration 
has changed to love. 

Mr. Bancroft has a splendid oppor- 
tunity for one of his strong, uncouth 
characterizations, though it seemed to 
us that both the story and his part 
would have been improved had more 
steps in his degeneration been shown. 
William Powell gives a smoothly effort- 
less performance. as the crafty gang 
leader, capable of murdering an officer 
or an associate, or of passing through 
imminent peril himself without losing 
for a moment his @xpression of bored 
indifference, appearing at all times the 
polished gentleman in dress and man- 
ner, in striking contrast to the jarring 
crudities of the warm-hearted, excitable 
detective. 

Fred Kohler and Leslie Fenton are 
also cast to advantage, in addition to 
the capable Evelyn Brent, whose hard, 
indifferent, yet intense beauty is at its 
best in this type of play. 

The stage offering is quite patriotic 
erough for a Fourth of July program. 
It is called “West Point Days” and 
boasts a large cast of entertainers, in- 
cluding the Gamby-Hale boys and girls 
in some dancing of high order; the Mil- 
itary Male Ensemble, featuring a singer 
who can hold a note longer than you 
will believe until you hear him; Virginia 
Johnson and Joseph Griffin, pleasing 
soloists, and Ray Bolger, a cleverly 
nutty dancing comedian. 

Lee Cronican, substituting for Mr. 
Eddy, completes the revue with the 
Palace Syncopators. 

A good show, even without the M.- 
G.-M. News, which is present, and the 
scheduled orchestral overture which at 
times, it seems, is not.

Tests at Fort Wood Sustain 
Plan, but Prove Most Equip- — 
ment Is Obsolete. 


NEW LIGHT TANKS WIN 
PRAISE BY OFFICERS 


Budget Director May Be 
Called On to Approve $500,- - 
000 Item for 1930. 


As a result of experiments already 
coducted, officials in charge of the 
present series of tests of motorized mik 
itary equipment at Fort Leonard Wood 
are already prepared to recommend the 
appropriation of sufficient funds by the 
approaching Congress to assure th 
eventual creation of a permanent mo# 
torized unit, armed with effective mod« 
ern weapons. 


Figures contained in the preliminary 
estimates for the War Department dure 
ing the 1930 fiscal vear are still cone 
sidential, but it is reported that t*e 
amount for motorization and the de- 
budget ‘director will be asked to ape 
prove the expenditure of double thé 
velopment of machine weapons, such ag 
the tank, in 1930 as will be expended in 
1929. Should this step be approved, it 
is possible as much as $500,000 would 
be set aside for development work and 
the purchag® of new equipment for 
service tests in 1930. 

Few of the officers now attempting 
to determine the value of tanks, trace 
tors, trucks and other machines in fue 
ture warfare with the aid of obsolete 
equipment, are ready to urge the exe 
penditure of any large sum for the pur- 
chase of equipment during any one 
year. 


Would Have 3,000 in Force. 


Many, however, believe enough should 
be expended each year to insure the 
complete modernization of a unit with 
a strength of 3,000 men by 1934. 

If the decision is reached to follow 
the experiments this summer at Fort 
Leonard Wood with additional appro- 
priations for the creation of a highly 
model motorized force, it would be 
made up of all the combatant arms. 

It would be self-sustaining and 
would operate independently. At least 
75 light tanks, several armored cars, 
a large quantity of strong, fast trucks 
and motorized antiaircraft. signal and 
supply trains would be required. 

Of the new equipment in the hands 
of the Army, officials are most proud 
of the performance of their light tanks, 
At present the Army has four of these 
tanks, and two cargo carriers mounted 
On the same type of chassis used for 
the tanks.

It also has four modern fast trucks 
—borrowed fron an antiaircraft bat- 
tery—for carrying the tanks from bat- 
tlefield to battlefield 

The latest equipment to reach Fort 
Leonard Wood is a consignment of 
armored cars. There are six of these, 
four heavy and two light. All are ex- 
perimental. 

Many of the tractors made by com- 
mercial people will be effective, offi- 
cials say, in future wars Good cross- 
country cars, power cars, cars for carry- 
ing ammunition and cars for replace 
ing the Army mule now used for mov- 
ing machine guns with the infantry 
are badly needed. 

From their experiments Army offi- 
cers are convinced the motorized force 
should be based on the light tank.
